One of the most stirring storles of
the year, ns woll as one of the most
Interesting from a sclentiflc standpolint,
In “The Wrack of the Edna,” by Cap-~
tiln T. Jenkins Hains, which appears
in the June Buccess, The mowst re-
markable part of the story Is that It
s based on fact, Captain Halns, who
Is the suthor of several books of the
sea, started for the Bermudas last wiii-
tor with his wife, o sallor and a*eabin
boy Iin a litte yawl, the Bdna. They
encountered a terrible storm, were
driven 400 miles out of their course,
suffered starvation for five days, and
the little craft was rapidly sinking
when the party was rescued. Captain
Halns stuck manfully by hia boat; nid
his story of her actions In the midst
of the storm are thus described;

The sea grew heavier untll it was
o moving mountaln full 40 feet from
trough to crest, the heaviest sea 1 aver
encountered in the gulf stresm, where
1 had ridden out many heavy blows,
As [t drew toward evening agaln, the
wind freshened in a hesvy squall A
little raln fell and the tops of the fol-
lowing combers grew more and more
dangerous, A huge fellow rose some
20 feot or more abovée us évén while
the Kdna was rising up the slope, and
through Its top the green light shone,
Then down it fell like a wall of witer
over us and crashed six feet deep over
the yacht, burying her in the smother,
It was an appalling smash, and, aa 1
wns abaft of the wheel, I grasped the
spokes and get my knees under it to
hold on, but it almost tore me loose
and smashed my breast bone so solidly
agninst the wheel-spokes that [ could
hardly breathe for half & minute. The
cockpit was full of water, but the
cabin doors held. I waltched the wave
surge against the doors and heard a
banging from the Inslde and knew
that Anton was trying to get out to
see what had become of me. Mnally,
after the water ran off. 1 opened the
catch and he eame on deck, followed
by Bam. The shock below was lke
a crash of thunder and they were
ready to do what ‘they could Io Bave
our little ship, ’

Seeing that it was getting worse and
worse, and that something must be
done to keep her clear of the following
gean, we declded to rig o drag of the
anchor and whatever floats we could
lash to it. She could not take in any
more seas over her stern. Calling all
hands, 1 set Anton and SBam at work
getting up all the cork fenders. These
they lnshed about thelr walsts with
stout lines. The side ladder was also
called Into use and a bridle bent to It
Then came the dangerous task of gel-
ting the gear forward

It had to be done, however, and there
could be no hanging back. Anton
looked about him for a few moments
as If to take in the situation. Sam did
likewise, and then they both lay flat
and crawled forward along the top
of the cabin-trunk, while 1 held her
a8 true before the sea as possible.
They had just gotten the anchor clear
and were bending on the flonts when
another hill of water rose astern, We
were becalmed under its slope. Then
it towered above us and fell llke an
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i3 of unlform quality at all

avilanche over the ship, When 1 could
Bee agiln there was no sign of life
forward. A moment showed Anton
with his arms clasped about the wind.
lnss bitts. Sam had gone.

I looked astern. There on the top
of the following comber was & dark
object. Bam’s face turned loward me.
His eyes wers gazing with a straining
look of desperate fear, and he waa
swimming strongl, trying to regaln the
[ fiying craft. A great hill of water rose
astern and he sank over the siope—that
was the last we saw of him. For an
Instant 1 thought of his old mother
walting there on the barren sand-spit,
walting for the son who would never
come buck. But there was no time for
thinking then, and I yelled to Anton
tomake the floats fast and let the an-
ghor go. 1 would heave her up as he
did so. But the roar of the gale was
deafening, and, although he was but
20 feet dintant, he could not hear what
I sald He finally came crawling aft.
Then I told him what to do and he
crawled laboriously back again. The
side lndder was gone, but the fenders
had been lushed on In time, and Anton
wae Just stepping on the bowsprit
shrouds to swing them clear when 1
Instinctively looked over my shoulder,
We were down. away down at the bot-
tom of the trough of a mighty sea, and
I could tell by the feel of her that she
would never rise out of It and go clear,
I bawied to Anton to hold on, and he
turned just as the Edna started stern-
ward up the following slope. She rose
high in the alr, and I remember looking
down over her bow at the chasm be-
low. She rose almost perpendicularly,
#nd yet behind and above me rose the
awful wall with the green light show-
Ing through its erest. Then the Edna
actually fell, plunging bow foremost
Into the trough below, and, as she did
#0, the wall of water behind fell over
her. 1 remember looking almost
etraight down the deck toward the bow
and seeing the bowsprit take the water
on top instead of underneath. 1 maw
it pitchfork Inte the trough and snap
off, pulling the masthead with it. Our
vessel had fallen straight down that
sea, as If dropped from a height In
mid-ulr, llke a stick plunged endwlse
Into the water. A terrific blow In the
back from the great welght of water
almost crushed me agulnst the wheel
That was all I saw,
